Resigns  Office, 
Regrets  Failure

— South  Korea  President  Posun 
Yun,  whose  government  was 
overthrown  by  military  revolt, 
announced  his  resignation  today 
with  an  apology  for  failing  to  im- 
prove conditions  for  the  people  of 
his  country. 

The  resignation  of  President 
Yun,  who  had  given  his  formal 
approval  to  the  new  military  jun- 
ta, came  24  hours  after  Premier 
John  M.  Chang  and  his  cabinet 
quit  their  offices  and  threw  sup- 
port to  the  country’s  new  leaders. 

YUN  MADE  THE  announce- 
ment of  .his  resignation  in  a 
mimeographed  statement  to 
newspapers  from  his  office  this 
morning. 

“I  did  not  have  virtues  from 
the  beginning  when  I took  the 
office  of  the  presidency,”  the 
•statement  said. 

“I  only  feel  sorry  when  I real- 
ize I am  strictly  greatly  respon- 
sible for  failing  to  ease  the  mind 
of  and  improve  the  livelihood  of 
the  people  and  that  I pledged  the 
burden  of  my  beloved  people  for 
all  the  realities  of  the  nation 
which  led  to  the  military  revolu- 
tion.”

Bombs  Toll  Requiem  of  Algerian  Lift

Plastic  bombs  disturb  the  quiet 
of  Paris  nights. 

IN  THE  VACATION  village  of 
Evians-les  Bains  near  the  Swiss 
border,  the  citizens  wonder  if 
there  will  be  a repetition  of  the 
bomb  blast  which  took  the  life  of 
their  mayor.  . 

In  Algiers,  Moslem  and  Europ- 
ean alike  nervously  draw  their 
shutters  against  the  night  at  the 
10  p.m.  curfew. 

THE  BOMBS  ARE  sounding 
the  requiem  of  a way  of  life  in 
Algeria. 

It  is  a way  of  life  which  over 
more  than  the  last  six  years  has 
been  marked  by  war  and  violent 
hatreds  stirred  between  one  mil- 
lion European  settlers  and  more 
than  nine  million  Moslems,  but 
which  had  its  beginnings  more 
than  100  years  ago. 

THE  FRENCH  conquered  Al- 
giers in  1830.  Drawn  by  the  lure 
of  free  lands,  settlers  from 


France,  Malta,  Italy  and  Spain 
poured  into  Algeria  in  such  num- 
bers that  at  the  end  of  the  first 
40  years  they  totalled  more  than 
a quarter  of  a million. 

Moslem  property  rights  not  al- 
ways received  much  heed. 

Now  the  French  “ultras,”  as 
those  who  violently  oppose  Presi- 
dent Charles  De  Gaulle’s  plan  for 
an  independent  Algeria  are  called, 
feel  that  they  have  been  betray- 
ed. 

CERTAINLY  DURING  the 

coming  weeks  of  the  Evians  nego- 
tiations between  De  Gaulle’s  rep- 
resentatives and  the  Algerian 
rebels,  the  “ultras”  may  be  ex- 
pected to  step  up  their  terrorist 
activities  to  sabotage  De  Gaulle’s 
plans.
